12 Killed in Blast 
In Illinois Plant 


, Wood River, BL, Sept. 18—JP— 
A terrific explosion rocked the 
big Shell Oil Co. refinery here last 
night killing 12 -workmen. 


About 20 persona were injured 


seriously.

The explosion occurred at one 


of the refinery's large oil cracking 
units where a special night crew 
was working. 


A^ flash fire following the ex- 


plosion shot flames more than 50 
feet into the air. It waa quickly 
snuffed out by company firefight- 
ers, but the Intense heat hung on, 
keeping rescue workers from prob- 
ing deep into the debris. 


Cause of the explosion—the sec- 


ond major mishap at the refinery 
in less than a month—was not de- 
termined. A company spokesman 
said a number of things may have 
caused It, Including a pocket of 
gas or static electricity. A com- 
pany official estimated damage- 
might exceed $100,000. 


Only last August 11 a fire cre- 


ated by lightning striking a gaso- 
line storage tank caused $175,000 
damage.

Interesting Report on Child Births Is 
Made at State Medical Society Meeting 


Pittsburgh, Sept. 18— (JP) — 


Doctors attending the 101st con- 
vention of the Pennsylvania Medr 
leal Society heard today there is 
no proof that natural child-birth is 
safer than delivery aided by in- 
struments, sedatives or anesthetics. 


Dr. Clyde L. Randall, Buffalo, N. 


Y., told a symposium on maternal 
care a five year study of more than 
94,000 Buffalo births indicated loss 
of the baby occurs two and one- 
half times as often in unassisted 
deliveries as In instrument de- 
liveries. 


But, he added the natural de- 


liveries included women not school- 
ed In the educational program de- 
signed to aid natural births. 


Dr. Randall predicted a com- 


promise will be made between ad- 
vocates of the two schools, adding: 


"Obstetricians must admit the 


merit of UM prenatal program de- 


veloped by natural childbirth advo- 
cates and incorporate a great deal 
of It Into their own programs." 


He credited advocates of natural 


deliveries with developing confi- 
dent, unafraid, and optimistic pa- 
tients.

GOP Could Do a Lot Worse 
Than Run Goy. Warren in 1952

CAN FRANCISCO—(NBA)—Gov. Earl Warren of California Is a 
*-' nice guy. And as the world well knows, there's only one thing 
finer than a nice guy. 


In a way, Governor Warren is too nice a guy to be in politics. But 


that's the wrong way to say it. The right way is to say that there 
ought to be more nice guys—like Earl Warren—in politics. 


He is easy to meet and easy to talk to. What's more, he doesn't 


talk all the time. He knows how to sit back and listen, even when 
people talking to him may not have anything very interesting to say. 


He speaks quietly. There is firmness and conviction about what 


he has to say. But he says it without dogmatism and demagoguery. 
And there is no table pounding, no loud-mouthed know-it-allism, no 
profanity to emphasize his words. His conversation is modulated to 
the level he might use in talking to his own fine family of three boys 
and three g: a*. In short, the guy is a family man and a gentleman. 


If this briei Characterization gives any impression that Governor 


Warren is colorless, that is wrong. He has a very positive personality. 
He makes friends. He creates a most favorable impression on every- 
one he meets. And as a vote getter, he has demonstrated his ability 
by being elected governor of California three times, running on both 
tickets. 
TTS too bad that easterners and southerners don't know California's 
A governor better. They will have a chance at closer acquaintance 
in the near future. Governor Warreh will attend the American Bar 
Assn. convention in New York Sept. 17 to 21. Then he will go to the 
Governors' Conference at Gatlinburg, Term., Sept. 30 to Oct. 3. 


If on this eastern visit Governor Warren should speak put on some 


of the political ideas that are on his mind, he would create .a lively 
discussion in Republican ranks. With his fresh, detached, western 
viewpoint, the- man could stimulate a lot of useful soul-searching 
among the ultra conservatives. 


Governor Warren believes that the Republican platforms of 1944 


and 1948 were excellent He says that he himself has never.' advocated 
anything not found in those platforms. He calls attention' to the fact 
that Senator Taft was chairman of the resolutions committees that 
drew up those platforms and that they were unanimously adopted. 


Between platforms, between presidential election campaigns, Gov- 


ernor Warren says the Republicans in Congress have.not stood for 
that platform. They have repudiated its policies. 
If Senator Taft 


were to run on his record as a senator, and not on the party policies 
as stated in the platform, Governor Warren thinks the GOP would 
be defeated. 


/GOVERNOR WARREN thinks that the effort,-promoted by Sen. Karl 
^ Mundt of South Dakota, to form an alliance between Republicans 
and Dixiecrats, is a disgraceful thing. The governor calls it a violation 
of every civil rights principle the Republican Party has stood for since 
the days of Lincoln. . 


He is equally critical of McCarthylsm as a policy to be adopted 


nationally by the Republican Party. Governor Warren believes that 
is not the American way of doing things. He thinks the party should 
repudiate such tactics. 


On Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's possible candidacy. Governor 


Warren says simply that he does not know whether Ike is a Repub- 
lican, and he won't commit himself until he knows, or until the gen- 
eral declares what he stands for. 


Governor Warren has not thrown his own hat into the presidential 


ting. He is unquestionably available. He will be California's favorite 
son candidate at. the Chicago convention. The Republicans could dp 
worse than nominate Warren. The only question is where could tbey

Johnson PTA Has 
Fine Address on 
"Drug Addiction" 


Johnson PTA opened its year's 


activities last evening when Dr. 
Irving Morgan, of Warren State 
Hospital, gave a challenging; and 
informative talk on 
"Childhood 


Foundations for Drug Addiction". 


Dr. Morgan pointed out the basis 


for drug addiction, aa well as for 
alcoholism, lies in the emotional re- 
actions and adjustments in the so- 
lution of vvarious individual prob- 
lem*. Addiction is, he said, a form 
of regression, a temporary return 
to where no problems exist It is 
the refuge of the Immature person- 
ality. 


Anxiety, according- to Dr. Mor- 


gan, is a normal reaction for a 
child in many Instances. To meet 
the normal anxiety periods' is to 
mature. Both parents and teachers 
must help the child 'to adjust and 
to develop emotionally. If the child 
is helped to meet his early emo- 
tional conflicts he will be spared 
the risks of later hazards which 
may lead to the pitiful retreat of 
drug or alcohol addiction.

This gi- 
ant 135,000- wave, medium-wave 
station, went on the air May l, 
1951. 
It is beamed exclusively 


to Czechoslovakia in direct com- 
petition with Kremlin-controlled 
Radio Prague and Radio-Bratis- 
lava. 


More freedom-stations are need- 


ed to overcome the enormous pro- 
paganda 
of the 
Kremlin. Two 


more powerful European stations 
are planned. 
In addition it is 


hoped that a station may be es- 
tablished in Asia to tell the 
free world's story to the troubled 
peoples of the Far East. Warren's 
campaign will begin September 
24.
